PROCESSING TAX IS DEVICE 


TO INCREASE FARMER INCOME 


AND RAISE COMMODITY PRICE

WASHINGTON, July 
24.—UP)— 
"Processing" taxes form the new- 
est device for attempting to in- 
crease the farmers' income and 
purchasing power. 


They are designed in the "agri- 


cultural adjustment" law to collect 
the difference between prices he 
now receives in public markets 
and what he got on the average may. 
between

between 1909 and 1914. 


The government puts the money 


Into a central fund for financing 
a retreat from excessive farm pro- 
duction, embracing payments to 
farmers and aimed at the same 
time to increase the public price 
of what he sells. 


The first such tax levied by Sec- 
retary Wallace was 30 cents 
a 


bushel on wheat to be paid as the 
grain is converted into flour or 
other foods. It went into effect 
July 9. 


Another on lint cotton will be- 
come effective August 1 and a 
third, on cigar leaf tobacco, will 
be levied starting about October 
1. Others will he assessed as pro- 
grams for reducing farm output 
develop. 


It is termed a "processing" tax 
because of being levied at the point 
where the raw materials Is "pro- 
cessed" or changed into products 


as purchased by' the public, like 
wheat 
Into 
flour, 
tobacco 
leafs 
into clgers, etc. 


The tax may be levied on seven 
"basic" 
commodities, wheat, cot- 


ton, 
corn, hogs, tobacco, rice and 
dairy products. 


But in addition, Wallace can or- 


der compensatory processing tax- 
es on commodities sold in compe- 
tition with these even. Thus tax- 
ing of rayon, silk, wool, and linen 


be ordered at about the same 
that the levy on cotton be- 
comes effective. 


The 
rate • of 
precessing taxes 


are determined from costs indices 
maintained by the bujeau of ag- 
riculture economics. First, it 
es- 


timates the average current farm 
price for the product. 
Then the 


average farm pi-ice of that prod- 
uct during 3909-1919 is ascertained. 


A third figure employed is the 


difference 
between 
the 
cost of 


living to farmers now and in the 
pre-war period. The formula for 
determining the tax is then used 
in this way: The pre-war farm 
price is increased the same per- 
centage as the cost of living is 
now higher than in pre-war times, 
this figure forming the "fair ex- 
change" or "parity" value of the 
product. 


The current average farm price 
is then subtracted, leaving the dif- 
ference as the amount of the taju

Figures compiled with the aid 


of the state comptroller's depart- 
ment indicate the votal vote will 
be one of the smallest cast in a 
Texas election in years notwith- 
standing that questions to be de- 
cided have, usually brought more 
voters to the polls than any/ other 
sue. 
At the Aug. 26 election, Texans 


will vote on amendment of the 
state constitution to permit . the 
manufacture and sale of 8.2 per 
cent beer and on ratification or 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. Both were burning Issues 
in the 43rd legislature and have 
stirred the electorate for years. 


The comptroller's figures show 
that only 645,776 voters paid their 
poll taxes before Feb. 1 of, this 
year. Another estimated 200,000 
persons will..be eligible to vote 
because of exemption from poll 
tax payments, making 
a 
total 
qualified 
electorate of approxi- 


mately 845,000. 


Calculations based on the ratio 


between the qualified voters and 
the ballots actually cast in .previ- 
ous elections indicate that the 


probably not .exceed 600,000. Some 
estimates place the vote as low as 
500,000, but 600,000 was . regarded 
as more likely. 


In. the democratic primaries of 


1932, 
the highest vote polled by 
any candidate was 973,401. It was 
recorded for Lieutenant Governor 
Edgar E. Witt, who was unoppos- 
ed. An estimated 1,235,803 persons 
were eligible to vote in this elec- 
tion, 1,035,803 on paid poll taxes. 
Slightly more than 21 per cent 
did not go to the polls. 


Last Year's Vote Heavy 


Those familiar with election fig- 
urea believe that the 1932 pri- 
maries attracted to the polls the 
largest percentage of the quali 
fied voters of any election ever 
held. They predict that the vote 
In the prohibition election will fal 
far below the percentage In the 
1932 primaries. It was figured that 
an average of 60 per cent of those 
qualified to vote actually take the 
trouble to mark a ballot. 


The jmost reliable forecasts ob- 
tainable were that between 60 and 
75 per cent would go to the polls 
In the prohibition election. 
In-'the 1930 primaries, 1,276,791 


persons were qualified but only 
833,442 voted, or approximately 65 
per cent.

DEER STATUTE IS 
UPHELD IN RULING 
ATTORN^ GENERAL 


PROVIDES FOR LOCAL OP- 
TION ELECTIONS REGULATE 


SALE IN TEXAS 


AUSTIN, July 22. 


The attorney general's de- 
partment today held con- 
stitutional a law passed by 
the legislature 
regulating 


the sale of beer and provid- 
ing for local option 'elec- 
tions in event the voters on 
August 26 authorized the manu- 
facture and sale of 3.2 beer. 


The law provided for the hold- 


ing of local option elections la 
counties where the sale of Intoxi- 
cating liquors had been banished 
by vote prior to adoption of state 
wide prohibition in 1919. 


Mac Taylor, Jr., 
civil district, 
attorney of Dallas county, request- 
ed the ruling. The opinion 
was 


written by Elbert Hooper, first as 
slstant attorney general. 


The regulatory law would he- 


come effective on Sept. 15 shouU 
voters in the special election 
of 


August 26 authorize an 
amend- 


ment to the state constitution to 
permit the manufacture and sale 
of 3.2 per cent beer. 


Taylor challenged the constitu- 


tionality of the legislature's action 
in authorizing local option elec- 
tions prior to the effective date of 
the law. 
Commissioners' courts 


were empowered to call local op- 
tion elections at any time after 
July 1. Such elections had been 
set in many counties for August 
26, the same day the electorate 
will pass on the proposed consti- 
tutional amendment. 


The law provides that It would 


be the 
duty of commissioners 
courts to order local option elec- 
tions if 10 per cent of the quali- 
fied voters of a county, precinct 
or city petition It so to do. In no 
event, however, are more than BOO 
signatures of qualified voters re- 
quired to force the election. 
The attorney general's opinion 


held it would be mandatory for 
commissioners' court to call sucn 
elections if properly petitioned by 
the qualified voters. 


The law also provides for licens- 


ing dealers In beer, empowerx cer- 
tain officers to issue and revoke 
licenses, and prescribes penalties 
for violations. 


Hooper's opinion said "It Is well 


settled that a statute may be con- 
ditional and Its taking effect may 
be made to depend upon some sub- 
sequent event."

GLANCE BACK INTO RECORD 
- 


OF PREVIOUS PROHIBITION 


ELECTIONS IN THIS STATE 


By CHARLES E. SIMONS 


AUSTIN, July 
22.—(/P)—With 


the attention of the Texas elec- 
torate centered on the 
always 


argumentative question of prohibi- 
tion on account of the approach- 
ing vote on both state and fed- 
eral liquor questions, a glance in- 
to the record of previous prohibi- 
tion elections proves interesting. 


Texans will be called upon to 


decide August 
26 
whether to 


amend the state constitution to 
permit the sale of 3.2 per cent 
alcoholic beverages and to pass 
on ratification of repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment to the fed- 
eral constitution . 


The record reveals that agitation 


for prohibition 
started 
shortly 
after Texas won its independence 
from Mexico. The movement made 
little headway but popped up again 
spasmodically in the widely scat- 
tered sections of the state until 
the time of the war between the 
states. During the war and post- 
war periods it died down again. 


A vote on the question, how- 


ever, was forced In 1887 after a 
strenuous 
campaign 
had 
been 
waged to get the legislature to sub- 
mit it. The prohibitionists were 
defeated, 129,270 votes being re- 
corded in favor of prohibition and 
220,627 against It. 


There came another lull In the 


movement and the next vote was 
forced in 1911 when the prohibi- 
tionists lost again, but by a much 
smaller margin. At that election, 
231,096 votes were cast for pro- 
hibition, and 237,393 against. 


Ratification of the eighteenth 


amendment was affected in the 
legislature in the 'session held in 
February and March of 1918. The 
senate ratified 
the 
amendment 
first by a vote of 15 to seven. The 
house followed several days later 
72 to 30. 
„ 


The question of amending the 
state constitution to banish liquor 
from the commonwealth was sub- 
mittee at the regular session in 
1919. The vote was taken at a 
special election called for May 24 
of that year. Oddly enough, there 
were fewer votes cast In that elec- 
tion than In the' 1911 election. The 
records in the office of the sec- 
retary of state disclose that 159,- 
723 voted for statewide prohibi- 
tion and 140,099 against it, giving 
the prohibitionists their first state 
victory by a margin of little more 
than 19,000. 


Statewide 
prohibition 
replaced 


local option prohibition that had 
been placed in the constitution 
when it was redrafted during the 
constitutional convention held in 
1875.

terstate shipment of oil produced 
in violation of state laws. 


The President already has sign- 


ed an 
executive order making 
that provision effective. And Sec- 


tions which for the first time 
bring producers, refiners and ship- 
pers of petroleum and its pro- 
ducts under some federal super- 
vision. 


Act Is Effective. 


These are designed to center In 
Washington all information about 
each barrel coming from a well, 
where and to whom it goes and 
how it moves. Penalties for vio- 
lation are fines of $1,000 and six 
months in prisons for each of- 
fense. 


Their purpose is to keep in the 
ground oil not needed in the mar- 
ket. 


Beginning August 6, each pro- 
ducer, purchaser, shipper and re- 
finer must report monthly to the 
interior department that the pe- 
troleum he handled was legally 
produced, where it came from and 
to whom it is going. 


The law also gives President 


Roosevelt authority to Institute 
legal proceedings to divorce pipe- 
lines from holding companies, and 
to start before the Interstate com- 
merce commission proceedings to 
regulate operation and rates* of 
pipe lines.

The decision of the Gen- 


eva disarmament conference 
to adjourn its sittings until 
October 16 is another blow 
to hopes that the confer- 
ence might be able to ac- 
complish something. 


The recess does not mean 


a complete suspension of ac- 
tivities. Arthur Henderson, 
the president, was authoriz- 
ed to continue • negotiations 
during the summer in an ef- 
fort to prepare the way for 
something definite to be ac- 
complished on reconvening 
of the conference. 
' There can be only faint

that 
any progress 


worth while will be accom- 
plished. 
Conditions in Eu- 


rope at present as well as 
in Asia are not conducive to 
a spirit which makes arms 
reductions possible. Nation- 
alism continues to run high, 
and conflicting aims among 
the nations are thick. Po- 
litically and economically, a 
disturbed and confusing sit- 
uation exists. The

events have taken at the 
world economic conference 
in London is further evi- 
dence of this. 


The disarmament confer- 


ence already is in its .second 
year. 
It began with hope 


very high that an arms-lim- 
itation agreement could be 
reached within a reasonable 
time.

Practically no 
headway has been made in 
removing the obstacles. The 
difficulties have increased 
rather thon diminished.

Hegarl, darso 
and shock kafir nre well adapted 
for the Eastern half of Texas, in- 
cluding blackland and South Tex- 
as. 
To save time, seed may be 


planted in cotton middles, even be- 
fore cotton has • been destroyed. 
From three to five pounds of seed 
is required per acre, and if mois- 
ture is scarce planting in six foot 
rows is recommended. 


Sudan planted in 2-foot rows at 
the rate of 10 pounds of seed per 
acre is suggested. 
This also may 


be done before cotton Is destroy- 
ed. ' 


Red top sorghum may be plant- 


ed for bundle utuf fin 3-foot rows 
at the rate of 10 pounds of seed 
per acre, or boradcast for hay at 
the rate of 60 to 75 pounds of seed 
per acre. 


Cowpeas should be included tn 


late plantings, either for hay or 
grazing or ot • be ployed under for 
soil enrichment. 
From 20 to 3ft 


pounds of seed are needed per 
acre. Good varieties are Brabham, 
Iron, Groit, New Era, Whlppor-, 
will, and Chinese Red, with Crow- 
dcrs and Blackeye.i for table use.

"There Is a small creek that 


runs by our camp. We get all our 
water supply from it, and have It 
dammed up, which makes a nice 
swimming pool. 


"We stay in a tent camp, with 
ten boys in each tent. We have 
a kitchen and also a bath house. 
We have eight new trucks, 
six 


Dodges and two Chevrolets. 
"Road building is our man work, 
and we have built a road to Pleas- 
ant Valley, and have now started 
one north to Holdbruck. 
"There are many very Interest- 
Ing things around us, including, an 
old Indian village, 'in ruins. 
"We are on the Bar X range, 
where the Pleasant Valley was 
was fought. 
"We have all kinds of recreation 
equipment, such as baseball, volley- 
ball, checkers, cards, radio, horse- 
shoe pitching,' and oth.er interest- 
ing things to pass the time away. 
"We have made a trip to the 
Grand Canyon and to the Roose- 
velt dam, where we saw many in- 
teracting things. We could stand 
on the edge of the Grand Canyon 
and look better than one mile 
straight down. We also saw many 
interesting things there. 
"We have been promised several 
other trips, such as to the Painted 
Dciert, Petrified Forest, and the 
Ice Cove 
"I want to say that I appreciate 
being in the civilian conservation 
corps, and that I think !t is a 
great thing for the young unem- 
ployed.
